Within the consniracy the defendant Martir Bormann had the managerisl 
task of operating the Yazit’ Party'as a center of control for the benefit 
^f the conspirators. First as the executive chief of the Nazi Party 
under defendant Hess, nnd since 1941 himself the head of the Party, subject 
only to Hitler's suprome authcrity, Bormann was a key member of the Nazi 
Conspiracy. The Party constitute the most powerful instrument of 
public contr-1 at the disposal of the Conspirators. Through the Party 
and its effective operation the Conspirators were able to gain and retain 
power in Germany. Through it they imposed their will on the German 
nation and obtained its unconditional support for their aggressive 
wars. Defendant Bormann thus is responsible for the multiple crimes 
which the German people committed uncer the orders of the Conspirators 
and. their Farty. 

Defendant Tormann began his conspiratorial activities more than 
20 years ago. In 1922, only 22 years old, he joined the Organization 
kossbach, one of the armed illegal groups which developed the militaristic 
and aggressive traditions of the German Army anc established a regime 
of terror against the small pacifist minority in Germany. While he was 
District Leader of the Organization for Mecklenburg, he was arrested and 
tried for his part in a political terror assassination, On 15 May 1924 
he was found guilty by the State Tribunal for the Protection of the 
Republic and sonteneod to one year in prison.

Upon his release from Jail in 1925, defendant Bormann again took up 
his subversive activities: First, he joined the Milttarist Organization 
Frontbann. Then, in the same year, he became a member of the reconstituted 
Nazi Party. Here, he began his rise to one of the most influential 
positions in the Conspiracy. In 1927 he became Press Chief for the Party 
Gau of Thuringia; on 1 april 1928 he was made a District Leader in Thuringie, 
and Business Manager for the entire Gau.

ARGUMENT AND CONCLUSION 


Defendant Martin Bormann, only 45 years old at the time of Germany's 
defert, devoted his entire adult life to the Nazi Conspiracy. When he joined 
the Nazi Party at the age of 25 he had already been active for several years 
in conspiratorial and terroristic organizations working secretly to prepare 
Germany for war, and hed spent one year in jeil for his participation in a 
political murder, 

Defendant Bormann's important contribution to the Conspiracy remained 
throughout in the sphere of the Nazi Party. First, as Chief of Staff to 
defendant Hess, the Fuchrer's Deputy, then as Head of the Par: Ohancery, he 
managedthe entire organization of the Party in the service of ti Conspiracy. 
He was responsible for channelling the Party's demands concerning legislation, 
education, civil service and all other fields of public and private life to 
defendant Hess, who was a member of the Reich Cabinet, then Germany's legis- 

rative and judicial organ. Thus, defendant Bormann sévAnesd 
the realization of the Party's conspiratorial program through the control of 
his co-conspirators over the German government machinery. He used this 
power for various crininal purposes anong them for the nersecution of the 
independent churches, demanding their complete eliminetion from German life 
on the ground that Christianity and National Socialism were irreconcilable, 

After having acceded in 1941 to the highest nosition in the Nazi Party, 
directly under Hitler, defondant Bornenn excreised the broadest influence in 

* the direction of Gormany's ος rossivo wars, Here he acted in two capacities: 

(1) As executive hcad of the Party he commanded the Party 
Gauleaders who as District Def nse Comiissionems controlled 
all civilian and political war activities in German and 
the annexed territories. In that position he became re- 
sponsible for the nultiplo war eines committed by tho 
German civilien population, especially the lynching of 
allied flying personnel, and tho cruel mistrcatment of 
forced laborers, 
as Secretary to the Fuehror, defendant Bormann took an 
active part in the policy-making conferences 2nd dis- 


cussions of Hitler and his political and nilitary staffs. 
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Here, the defendant became jointly responsible for the 
illegal annexation of Allied territories, tho enslave- 
ment and spoliation of the Civilian ponulation in oc- 
cupicd countrics, and the Plenned nersecution and 
extermination of the populations in Eastern territories 
espocially the Jews, 

As Germany's defeat became increasingly certain, it was defendant Bormann 
who called for fanatical last-ditch resistance, and finally took over the 
political and organizational direction of the Volkssturm whose sonseless 
resistance prolonged tho ravages of war for many months, 

In the last days of the war, defendant Bormann escanc 


went into hiding in order to escape the consequence
